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Cherokee — 1794-1810. Built in two eras, the 
Spanish and Territorial antedating most of the 
Natchez mansions. Known for unusual floor 
plan and hand-carved woodwork. The older 
section was once owned and occupied by- 
Elizabeth Greenfield, founder of Elizabeth 
Academy, the first school in America to give 
higher education to women.
